EVIDENCE AT A LONDON 


COURTMARTIAL. 


The investigation by General Court-martial fn 
London of the alleged scandals in the Mechani- 
ctl Transport Section of the Army Service Corps 
was contimuéd yesterday, when Privates Myer, 
Cohen, and Crane were again before the Court. 
Dealing with the case of Cohen, counsel said he 
had made several statements which comprised 
a detailed confessién of systefhatic corruption. 
The statements showed he had received £190 in 
eight different sums. and a box of cigars, and 
that money, Cohen said, he had given to Staff 
Sergeant Baker. Cohen was not in want of 
money, having only recently been left £4,000 in 
trust by his father. The Court’s decision, will 
be promulgated in due course. The next case 
taken was that of Staff Sergeant W. A. Baker 
Mechanical Transport, A.S.C., whose name h 
been mentioned in the previous cases. Against 
him there were six charges of accepting money 
from recruits, who desired bim to obtain for 
‘them Staff appointments. He pleaded not 
guilty. 

In one case, counsel said, a private named 
Gibbs had a conversation with Baker, who re- 
marked to him, “ You want to be held, kiddie.” 
By that it was evident Gibbs should be pre- 
vented from going abroad by being given a 
Staff appointment. Baker told Gibbs that that 
could be arranged, adding: ‘‘] shall have to 
have £15, and you will have to pay £1 per 
week all the time you are being held.” Gibbs

SICILIAN SINN FEINERS. 


A meeting on behalf of the Continental So- 
ciety of Ireland was held yesterday in the Gregg 
Hall, Dawson street, Dublin, The Rev. J. ¢ 
Dunham, who presided, said that the Protestant 
Church in Italy was older than their own Pro- 
testant Church, and they aimed at having the 
Church of the Epistle to the Romans renewed 
in Italy, once again a living Chureh. 

Rev. Signor Notarbartolo, of Leghorn, Pre- 
sident of the Evangelical Chureh of Italy, gave 
am address on we «Gospel in Laly in War 
Time.’ He said that lialy was unprepared in 
1914 for war; she was tired of war, bu had 
been forced into the European conflict. The 
heart of Italy went before the policy of Italy, 
and at a great demonstration to show the 
nation’s feelings there were carried boards bear 
ing the legend, “ Down with the assassins of 
Europe.” Among the political difficulties of 
Italy was her connection with the Triple 
Alliance, but the fact that that Alliance was 
formed for defence, not for attack, formed an 
honest reason for breaking away from it. Italy 
had been the best friend with Britain from 
Cmsar to Gladstone, and Italy's neutrality set 
free for France a million men, while a million 
Austrians were held, a difference of two million 
men in the Allies’ favour. Every Italian was 
anxious to join in the war, though they could 
ill afford a war. There were greaier social diffi- 
culties in Italy than in Ireland. Sugar, when it 
could be obtained, was is. per lib. and few 
could afford macaroni, while wages were very 
low; but the courage of the people wag re- 
doubled. But the war had opened the hearts of 
the le, and their moral unity wes a great 
fact. Alluding to the Sinn Fein attitude to the 
war, the said that he was a Sicilian. 
Sicilians would like to have their own Govern- 
ment, but that would be nonsense, and would 
weaken lialy against her enemies. It was for 
the best that they should be one with Italy. 
The Sinn Friners should do the same as the 
Sicilians.

I remarked that it was 4 curious 
sound for a gun to make, when the sailor 
said’: “ That is not a gun; 1t is an aero- 
plane bomb.” In a few moments other ex- 
plosions todk place, and it became evident 
that a raid was going on not far away. 
It was interesting to follow the course of 
the explosions and the sound of the guns. 
My young friend was able to say exactly 
what was going on and the probable dis- 
tance, | found afterwards that he was 
generally correct in his ideas. Another 
friend of mine in a suburb some five miles 
distant from the scene of the principal 
explosions had his attention first attracted 
to the air raid by the curious droning noise 


of the bombs as they fell through the air. 


He was formerly in the artillery, and was 
familiar with the sound made by shells on 
their way from the guns to the target. 

London spent most of the afternoon wait- 
ing for news of the smashing up of the 
raiders, and rumour was most optimistic 
concerning the number of German 
machines brought down. I was informed 
with assurance that two had been brought 
down in one city thoroughfare, but on 
going there could find nobody who had 
even seen an aeroplane this morning. The 
latter fact is not SUrprising, for the Ger- 
mans were at a tremendous height.

ALLIES' PROGRAMME 
CARRIED OUT EFFECTIVELY 

A Reuter’s telegram from Athens, dated Mon- 
day, 10.30 a.m., states :— 

This morning M. Jonnart, High Commissioner, 
had an interview with M. Zaimis, Greek 
Premier, in which he demanded, on behalf of 
the protecting Powers, the abdication of King 
Constantine and the designation of his successor, 
the Crown Prince being excluded. M. Zaimis 
recognised the disinterestedness of the Powers, 
and that their sole aim was to reconstitute the 
unity of Greece under the mgis of the Constitu- 
tion, but he replied to M. Jonnart that no de- 
cision could be reached by the King until after 
the meeting of the Crown Council, consisting of 
former Premiers, this evening. In spite of the 
incitement of certain agitators and the call of the 
assa order was not disturbed in the streets of 
Athens. 


THE KING’S DECISION. 

An Athens telegram, dated Tuesday, states that 
ai half-past nine on that morning the Premier 
communicated to M. Jonnart, High Commis- 
sioner, the King’s reply to his representations in 
the following leiter:

Note of yesterday the abdication of His Majesty 
King Constantine, and the appointment of his

Ninety-seven persons lost their lives in the 
German air raid on London yesterday 
and 439 received injuries, more or less 
serious, 

The raiders, who are believed to.have num: 
bered about sixteen, arrived over London 
about mid-day. Many bombs were 
dropped. One railway station was 
struck, and also a school. 

Bonar Law announced in the House of 
Commons that one enemy machine had 
been brought down. 


OFFICIAL REPORTS. 
Field-Marshal Lord French yesterday issued 


the following reports: 


12.30 P.M. 

About fifteen hostile aeroplanes were heard 
crossing the Essex coast, passing the vicinity of 
the Nore, about 11 a.m. 

They proceeded in the direction of London, 
separating when they had covered about half 
the distance. 

The East End of London has been attacked 
and bombed, but no report has yet been re- 
ceived of casualties or damage done. 

The anti-aircraft guns of the London defences 
have been in action, and a large number of 
aeroplanes are still up in pursuit. 

' 5 P.M. 


in continuation of this morning’s com- 
muniqué :—The first bombs were dropped on the 
eastern outskirts of London at about 11.30 a.m. 
Numerous bombs now fell in rapid succession in 
various districts in the East End. 

One bomb fell in a railway station, hitting an 
incoming train. Seven persons were killed and 
17 injured here. 

Another bomb fell on a school, killing 10 and 
injuring about 50 children. A number of ware- 
houses were damaged and fires caused. 

Up to the present the casualties reported in 
the London area are:—

A few bombs were also dropped near the 
North Foreland, and on the opposite banks of 
the Thames, four persons being injured. 

The air raid over London tasted about fifteen 
minutes. The raiders were engaged by the guns 
of the East London defences, and a large num- 
ber of aeroplanes of the Royal Flying Corps and 
the Royal Naval Air Service were sent up as 
soon as the enemy was reported off the coast 
Several engagements took place in the air, but 
the results are at present uncertain.

A party of about 200 work girls had just 
trooped out from the factory for an early mid- 
day meal when a bomb crashed to the earth a 
hundred yards distant.

SCHOOL IN DANGER. 

Within a few yards of the spot where one 
bomb fell was a school, in which were some 
hundreds of children. There was no panic, the 
youngsters being all marched out in one minute 
into @ covered yard, as a result of their fire 
drill. The teachers at once started their 
charges singing patriotic songs, and they were 
singing lustily, and thé sound of bombs drop- 
ping in the district could be heard while they 
were so engaged. Many mothers rushed up to 
the school to see if their children were safe. 


AERIAL TORPEDOES. 

In addition to the dropping of the bombs, 

the raiders also seem to have discharged aerial 
torpedoes. An account from one of the areas 
affected states that a torpedo crashed on some 
offices and blending stores of a large tea- 
trading association, At the time this occurred 
a ite number of female assistants were en- 
gaged in the blending department, and several 
met their deaths. Half a dozen or more bodies 
were recovered. The department was completely 
srecked, and the windows of all the buildings 
within a considerable radius were. shattered. 
The projectiles were of immense explosive 
power. 
_ in a street only a few yards away from the 
Tea lrading Company a bomb fell without 
exploding, and on inspection it was found to 
weigh Q9ibs Six are known to have been 
killed at this warehouse and sixteen seriously 
injured, mostly girls. Many others received 
slight hurts and cuts. A policeman seeking 
amongst the d/bris was seen to pick up an 
arm. 

Another aerial torpedo waa dropped on a jam 
factory, where one girl wae killéd and three 
injured, and extensive damage done to the 


building. 
_ MIRACULOUS ESCAPES. 

The inhabitants of an East End district where 
three bombs fell had a miraculous escape. 

One of the bombs crashed through the roof 
of a school, but did not explode, and the only 
mischief done wae found in a few superficial 
cuts sustained by some of the children. 

Another bomb dropped less than twenty-five 
yards away from the echoo) between two huge 
blocks of model dwellings, tenanted by several 
hundreds of working-class families. Indeed, 
the total population of these buildings would 
not be less than 2,500. The explosion smashed 
thousands of panes of glass in the dwellings, 
made a huge hole in the roadway, twisted the 
tron raus, destroyed an electric etandard, and 
brought down, huge pieces of the brickwork. 
Fifteen yards away, across the street, stands 
a echool. Many of the windows were smashed 
here and the roof was damaged, but the only 
injuries sustained were in the nature of 
scraiches caused by falling glass. 

A well known and historic building in the 
Fast End narrowly escaped. A bomib dropped 
in close proximity penetrated the ground to a 
considerable depth, a large quantity of débris 
being thrown up a great height. : 

In at least three of «the places where the 
bombs struck, just opposite were churches 
which escaped damage. 

The Press Association wae informed last even- 
ing by an official of the Education Committee 
controlling the area of the Council School re- 
ferred to by Mr. Bonar Law in the House of 
Commons that the figures given were for- 
tunately too high an estimate. “I have just 
eome from the echool,”” he etated, “and the 
facts are: Three children were killed on the 
epot and four have died eince. There are 
probably abont twenty others injured.”’ 


SEEN FROM ST. PAUL'S. 

Canon Alexander told a Presa Association re- 
presentative that he was a witness of the air 
raid from the roof of St. Paula Cathedral. He 
saw nothing of tho raiders, but watched the 
fires epringing up in various parte of the city.

Altogether, 
the damage done here was practically infinitesi- 
mal, but from the debris were brought terribly 
wounded men, one of whom was at once placed 
stretcher, apparently dead, and borne 
sway bv two soldiers and a railway porter 
Three others were shockingly mutilated, and 
were removed as gently as possible to the end 
of the platform, where first aid was applied.

\ Press Association correspondent says— The 
air raiders were quite visible as they passed 
over an Fasex town shortly after half-past 11, 
while the market was in full swing.

| PROJECT INAUGURATED. 

A Times telegram from Petrograd, dated 
Monday, says :-— 

The proposal to create a separate Polish 
Army out of fivé hundred thousand Poles at 
present serving in the Russian ranks, has re- 
cently assumed practical form. The old ‘régeme 
was ever suspicious of the Polish gi “w which 
was constituted some time ago. lis develop- 
ment was hampered; the old Government per- 
sisted in treating the Polish question as & 
Russian domestic concern. Since the advent of 
the new régime has made it possible for Russia 
and her Allies boldly to proclaim the indepen- 
dence of united Poland, the idea of creating 4 
separate Polish Army became imperative. 
action of France and of the United States in 
Emain the formation of Polish Legions haa 
given the parallel movement in Russia 
irresistible forco. , 

A Congress of delegates from Polish troops 
assembled in Petrograd a few days ago to 
express their views on this question. The de- 
liberations are still in progress, but already it 
may be stated that an enormous majority en- 
thusiastically favour the raising of a separate 
Polish Army. All the Allied Embassies . and 
Legations were represented at the meeting, 
and successively came forward to express their 
most cordial greetings and hopes for the success 
of the Polish Army. 

General Romanovsky, Chief of General Staff, 
representing M. Kerensky, welcomed the Con- 
gress, and assured the Poles that their wishes 
would receive the utmost attention, and that 
the War Office was prepared to give them the 
largest measure of satisfaction. 

Amid loud cheering it was resolved to send a 
telegram to M. Kerensky, who had earned the 
undying gratitude of the Poles as the first 
Russian Minster who had openly proclaimed 
the right of the Polish nation to independence. 

From the s hes to which T listened, and 
from the tenour of the leading articles in the 
Diennik Poiski, it may be gathered that the 
Poles sully realise the necessity ‘or Hers wa 
their mghis of nationhood on the battlefield, 
side by side with the armies which are fightin 
for the cause of freedom of democracies o 
Europe, and that effectual cooperation in the 
great struggle against their oppressors which 
will entitle them to make their voice heard at 
the future Peace Conference. : 

NEW KING OF GREECE, 

King Alexander is the second of the de- 
throned Monarch’'s sons, and was born at Tatoi 
Palace on August 2nd, 1895. He is a captain 
in the lst Regiment of Artillery, and is not 
married. His elder brother, the barred Crown 
Prince, is three years his senior. Very little is 
known about his personality, remarks the Dasly 
Telegraph, but he is generally supposed to be 
better disposed towards the Antente than his 
father and brother. So far as is known, he,has 
had no share in the policy which has led to the 
ex-King’s downfall. A prominent member of 
the Greek colony in Paris, in an interview in 
the Petit Journal, said >—‘‘ As to the new King, 
we know little of him, and would have preferred 
Prince Paul, the King’s fourth son, born in 
1901, who is a young man of intelligence.”
